f^eflections on Newtown 

It is impossible to understand the anguish of the families affected by 
the killing in Newtown. Christmas will be such a difficult time. People 
have reacted by saying, "Why did God allow that to happen?" Some have 
been calling for stronger gun control. Our reactions reveal both the 
desire to prevent further killings and the quest to understand why they 
happen. It seems that the public reactions lack a holistic perspective. 

It is always essential to recall that there are three factors at play in 
tragedies like Newtown - God, free will and evil. When people ask, 
"Why God?" and stop there, they are failing to consider human freedom 
and the influence of the Evil One. God gave us the freedom to love or to 
kill. It's an awesome power. If God were to prevent mass murders, then 
we would not really be free. Yet, God does not stifle freedom, even of 
mass murderers. 

Adam Lanza had psychological problems since childhood. Definitely 
a factor. The work of mental health professionals to help such people is 
essential. However, society usually explains irrational acts of violence 
through psychology alone, without due consideration of evil. 
Indiscriminate killing of innocent people is evil and irrational. Evil as an 
influence in human lives is not given proper emphasis. A holistic 
approach to humanity and its problems requires attention to physical, 
emotional, psychological and spiritual health. 

Society is more and more irreligious. A recent study by the Pew 
Research Center shows that atheists, or agnostics, in the U.S.A. increased 
by more than 50% from 2007 to 2012. At the Democratic national 
convention. Chairman Antonio Villaraigosa had to call the vote three 
times when the question arose about including the word "God" in the 
platform. The first two voice votes were tied between "ayes" and "nos." 
After the third vote when Villaraigosa announced "the ayes have it," loud 
boos erupted across the arena. 

These are "signs of the times." When the sense of God diminishes, 
awareness of the Evil One wanes. C. S. Lewis once wrote that Satan's 
greatest lie is to try to get us to think that he does not exist. When you 
push God out of society, is it fair to ask, "Why did God allow this to 
happen?" The Creator endowed creatures with the freedom refuse him. 
The doctrine of Hell keeps this truth before us. 

Does the common public need access to the Bushmaster .223 
semiautomatic weapon? Obviously, we need to consider proper gun 
legislation. However, this factor needs to be weighed together with the 
effects of mental illness, human freedom, the influence of evil, and the 
power of grace. Let's keep a holistic approach as we address tragedies 
like Newtown.
